Historic Old Stage house 
Once Busy Center; Now 
Houses S. Oregon Museum

Did you know that the Old Stage House is one 


of the oldest houses standing in Jackson County to- 
day? Samuel Colver and his wife, Huldah Calender 
Colver constructed the building in 1855, primarily, 
for hotel purposes and also as a refuge for the vari- 
ous families in the sebtlement during the Indian up-

enormous structure, being 50 
feet, built of smoothly hewn 
logs 14 inches in thickness. 
The logs were planed smooth 
on their outer surface and 
dovetailed together at the cor- 
ners. The post holes in the sec- 
ond story are not visible now 
as the outside has been weath- 
er-boarded over. The house is 
plastered throughout and orig- 
inally contained four fire- 
places. The kitchen fireplace 
has been removed. 

The historic cld home was 
the old community center. The 
large second floor, now divided 
into thirteen good sized rooms, 


was at one and the same time, | 


school room, dance hall, 
church, lodge and play-house. 
Old timers still refer to this old 
home as the ‘block house.” 
Originally, an upper balcony 
extended across the entire 
front of the house, connected 
by an outside stairway with the 
lower porch. 

In 1918 in order to give the 
house a more modern appear- 
ance, this upper balcony was 
removed. 

This home was known as the 
Colver house and it remained | 
in the Colver family from the 
time of its construction in 
1855 until 1923. Miss Edith 
Prettyman bought the house at | 
\this time and converted it into 
an inn, known as “The Blue ! 
Flower Lodge.” 

In 1941, Mr. and Mrs. C. Cc. 
Peebler purchased the house 


under the name of the La Tos- | 


ca Inn, and since then it has 
been known as the Old Stage 
House. 

Mr. and Mrs. Peebler own 
the house today and are plan- 
ning on reopening it the first 
of April.

Oregon Trail 2 


The Oregon Trail is a great 
highway of pioneer emigration 
to the Oregon country. It ex- 
tended about 2,000 miles be- 
tween the Missouri and Colum- 
bia rivers and was the longest 
of the frontier routes in the era 
of expansion westward in the 
United States. 

Beginning near Indepen- 
dence, Missouri, at the bend of 
the Missouri River, the trail 
crossed the grassy plains and 
followed the Platte River to 
Fort Laramie, more than 600 
miles in distance. At this point, 
wagons could be overhauled 
and repaired before entering 
and crossing the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 

Bearing northwestward, it 
passed through South Pass, a 
wind gap about 7,500 feet a- 
bove sea level, and then wound 
through 430 miles of difficult 
mountain terrain west of the 
continental divide of Fort 
Bridger, a second landmark. A- 
long this section, bleached 
bones of horses and oxen and 
shallow graves of pioneers 
were mute reminders to the 
traveler of difficulties to be 
faced. 

The next section to Fort Hall, 
on the Snake River, was 220 
miles long. It passed through 
a gorgelike valley which caus- 
ed travelers to forsake their 
wagons for pack-horses until 
Jater, when it was found that 
wagons could get through. 
When the Grande Ronde Val- 
ley was reached, oxen and 
horses could recuperate before 
the Blue Mountains were en- 
countered, After that the banks 
of the Umatilla and Columbia 
Rivers afforded relatively easy 
traveling, The trail passed Fort 
Walla Walla and Fort Vancou- 
ver before reaching its termi- 
nus at Astoria or in the Willam- 
ette Valley. 7

At the time when Oregon 
was becoming a state, men 
wore clothes that were quite 
different from what they wear 
today. 

The clothing worn by the 
early trappers consisted of a 
plain buckskin tunic with long 
fringes. These fringes were 
longer than most people think. 
They were used for binding 
thongs and they also tended 
to drain off the rain. The 
standard footwear worn by the 
trappers was moccasins. They 
were made by squaws, for the 
trappers married freely with 
the Indians. 

Early lunmbermen wore 
greased leather boots, plaid 
woolen shirts, and fur caps and 
coats. 

Unlike today, men wore 
clothing that was not practical 
or useful. 


000 Miles Long 


In 1810, Missouri Fur Com- 
pany traders began using parts 
of the South Pass section. The 
next year, William Price 
Hunt’s party, headed for Asto- 
ria, crossed to the headwaters 
of the Snake River and rough- 
‘ly followed the section of the 
{trail from there west. Within 
ia few decades, the trail was 
well known and described in 
the travelers’ guide books. 

So many covered wagons 
used it after 1840 that the 
Road became clearly marked 
by deep ruts. Unlike many oth- 
er trails, the Old Oregon Trail 
is not followed closely by 
modern highways to any great 
extent. Certain sections of the 
trail are followec by U. S. 30. 
Few trails tested human endur- 
ance more than did the Oregon 
Trail, and beginning with Fran- 
cis Parkman, it has inspired 
| many authors.
